BUFFALO. (N. Y,) Aug. 22.—Buffalo 
is all ready for the army of veterans 
who are on their way to attend the 
thirty-first annual encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. During 
the nigh: hundreds of veterans and 
their friends arrived, and today they 
are coming in by thousands. It is 
estimated that from 15,000 to 20,000 came 
in today. 

The various railroads entering Buf- 
falo report that in addition to the hun- 
dreds of regular trains, schedules have 
been prepared for 245 specials to ar- 
rive here by Tuesday noon. Among the 
prominent arrivals are*"J. Corey Wi- 
nans of Carhden, chief of Clarkson's 
staff, and Daniel Ross of Wilmington, 
Del., a candidate for, junior vice-com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Camp Jewett, as the city of tents is 
is all ready for the inhabi- 
tants and while it will not be formally 
opened until 4 o’clock tomorrow aft- 
ernoon, a number of posts are already 
installed. 

Ample arrangements have been made 
at the camp and elsewhere for the 
care of the sick. Three hospital tents 
have been erected at Camp Jewett, 
each in charge of a competent staff 
of physicians. 

Among the later announcements of 


candidates to succeed Commaadcr-in- | 


Chief Clarkson are the names of John 
C. Linehan of New Hampshire, Gecrge 
He Innes of Matsachusetts, James A. 
Sexton of Chicago, and J. P. S. Godin 
of Pennsylvania.. 

Col. Winans of Camden, chief of 
Clarkson’s staff, estimates the 
ber of visitors to Buffalo during the 
week at 200,000, making the largest en- 
campment ever held. In speaking of 
the choice of the veterans for the next 
encampment, Col. Winans said that so 
far as his information went there was 
but one choice among the delegates, 
and that was Cincinnati. There seems 
to be a feeling, he said, among some of 
the eastern people that San Francisco 
is preparing to make a bid in 1899. 

With regard to the encampment be- 
ing held in Richmond, Va., he asserted 
there is nothing in it. The people 
down' there. do not want it, and the 
veterans do not care to go there. The 
chief objection, he said, was the cer- 


tainty of unpleasant complications 
over the color line. Notwithstanding

Col. Winans says Pennsylvania will 
send the most people to the encamp- 
ment, with New York second and Ohio 
third in attendance. 

THE DECORATIONS. 

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Aug. 22.—The 
decoration of the city with bunting and 
electric lights is elaborate. Nearly 
every building in the business section 
is bedecked. On Main street, opposite 
St. Paul’s Church, in the business een- 
ter of the city stands the welcome 
arch. It is a monster structure in the 
form of a monogram composed of the 
letters “G.A.R..’’ This is surmounted 
by two shields, standing on which is 
a golden eagle, bearing on its beak an 
electric device with the word ‘“Wel- 
come.” At night 2500 incandescent 
lamps illuminate the arch. 

In Lafayette Park are displayed 
twenty-two designs representing the 
various army corps badges. 

Across Main street, looking north- 
ward from Lafayette Square, stands 
the triumphal arch. The structure is 
built to represent a piece of solid 
masonry, standing high above § the 
street. The large center arch spans 
the street at a sufficient width ty 
admit the passage of the columns, 
and on each side of the center arch 
are smaller arches of the same design. 

A block beyond the triumphal arch, 
at the entrance to Chippewa street, 
stands another arch, the gift of the 
colored people. 

At the circle at the junction of North 
street with Porter and Richmond 
avenues, are the reyiewingt stands, 
marked by the national colors. There 
are two of them, placed one on the 
north and one on the south side of the 
Street. Their total seating capacity 
is 4000. President McKinley and otlfer 
distinguished guests will review the 
parade from one ofthe stands. 

Camp Jewett, named in honor of the 
mayor of Buffalo, a city of 3500 tents. 
provided for the accommodation of 
the visiting G. A. R. men, is situated 
at the front, a broad plaza on the 
city park system, adjoining Fort Por- 
ter, and overlooking Lake Erie. the 
mouth of the Niagara River and the 
Canadian shore. At its entrance on 
Porter avenue , a few blocks below the 
reviewing stand, is another arch. It 
is made to resemble .granite, and 
forms an imposing entrance. 

The tents in Camp Jewett are mostly 
of the Indian tepee pattern. Thev 
are arranged in streets, the central 
avenue being named in honor of Gen. 
Grant. 
named after Gens. Sheridan, McClel- 
lan, Meade, Pope and Burnside. Those 
to the south side are Sherman and 
McCook. The cross avenues are 
Franklin, Porter, Hancock. Rosecrans. 
Fooker, McDowell, Schofield, McPher- 
son, Stanley, Logem, Halleck, Bell 
Thomas and Granger. 

At the exit from the camp and on 
the line of the Fort Porter ramparts, 
stands the fifth and last arch. § It is 
in the form of a horse shoe and fin- 
ished in imitation of iron . 

One of the most . brilliant features 
will be the living shield, which will be 
produced on Wednesday, the dav of 
the parade. Four thousand children 
from the schools will form the shield.

Boys 
in black garments are to form the’ 
black background, while boys and 
girls dressed in red, white and blue 
will fill in the stars and stripes and 
the field. 

These children of the shield will be 
divided into two reliefs, to avoid the 
fatigue of remaining in position for 
about seven hours. 

The first two thousand will take 
their places in the morning, just be- 
fore the head of the column moves, 
and will remain in position until about 
half of the procession has passed. 
Then they will be relieved hy the 
seeond division, which will remain in 
position until the last men in the 
New York State department has 
passed. The children of the shield 
will all. day long sing national an- 
thems and patriotic songs to the ac- 
companiment of music.

The resolutions then pledged the as- 
sembly in advance to abide by the de- 
cision of the St. Louis conference, and 
call for a mass-meeting to be held in 
Denver the present week to take-action 
on the question of “government by in- 
junction.”

PORTLAND, (Or.,) August 22.— 
David Starr Jordan, commissioner-in- 
chief of the fur-seal investigations, 
with George A. Clark, secretary of the 
commission, arrived at Seattle on the 
revenue cutter Rush, Capt. W. H. 
Roberts commanding, and _ passed. 
through Portland today en route for 
San Francisco. The party left Una- 
laska on the morning of August 13. 

Dr. Jordan reports the satisfactory 
completion of the summer's investiga- 
tions by the two commissioners. Mr. 
the Canadian commissioner, 
had already left the Pribyloff Islands 
and the British commissioner, Prof. 
Thompson, was about to leave on H.M. 
S. Amphion. Mr. Lucas of the Ameri- 
can commission remained behind for 
a week or ten days, and will go di- 
rect to San Francisco on the steamer 


The breeding grounds show the shrink- 

age of 15 per cent. compared with last 
season, and the hauling grounds a 
shrinkage of 33 per cent. This is about 
what was predicted by the American 
commission last year, and their conclu- 
sions are fully vindicated in all im- 
portant regards. 
‘The primary cause of the shrinkage 
of females on the breeding grounds is 
the pelagic catch of last fall and the 
present spring. To this is added the 
toss due to the starvation of orphaned 
pups in 1894, which should this year 
nave appeared to give birth to their 
first pups. This starvation in 1894, af- 
fecting as it did in like measure the 
male herd, is the cause of the dimi- 
nution of killable seals on the hauling 
grounds. 

The decline of the herd is every- 
where more distinctly marked than it 
was last year, owing to the effects of 
the resumption of pelagic killing in 
Bering Sea after the modus vivendi of 
1891.. For 1898 the shrinkage will be 
still greater, through the destruction 
in 1894: of unborn pups with impreg- 
nated females killed. Thus the evil 
effects of pelagic sealing in any par- 
ticular year are still most clearly 
felt thre and four years after. Even 
if pelagic sealing should. be stopped at 
once, the decline of the herd must go 
on until after 1900, because of the 
after effect, due to the destruction of 
nursing and unborn offspring. _ 

The pelagic fleet in Bering Sea num- 
bers about twenty-nine vessels 
against sixty-eight last year. The re- 
ported catehes aré light and unprofita- 
ble. No.seizures, have. been made, 

The only new fact discovered this 
year’ has been that a parasitic worm 
infesting the sandy rookery areas is 
the cause of a large part of the early 
mortality among pups which was 
ascribed in a general way last year 
to trampling. 

The earty mortality, as a whole, 
shows a decrease relative to the de- 
creased number of animals. Branding 
of young female seals, which will be 
begun after September 1, will be car- 
ried on by Col. Murray, chief agent on 
the islands, and E. E. Farmer. elec- 
trician. The skins of the branded cows 
returned this year to the islands show 
clearly the permanency of the mark 
and its efficiency to render the skin 
unsaleable without injury to the animal 
or the herd. Branding has the same 
effect upon the fur-seal herd that 
branding calves or shearing sheep has 
on these classes Ofanimals.

BAILEY AND KLONDYKE. 


Congressman Bailey of Texas, in.a 
recent interview, delivered himself as 
follows on the subject of the Klon- 
dyke gold discoveries and their prob- 
able effect upon the world’s-money: 

“I believe, if the stories from Klon- 
fiyke are even approximately true and 
the securing of a fortune in gold de- 
ends only upon the ability of a man. 
bo go to the fields and return alive, that 

ngland herself will be willing to dis-. 

cuss silver and favor not a double 
ttandard of gold and silver, but return 
to the silver standard which once pre- 
vailed there.” — 
- If Mr. Bailey imagines, as his lan- 
guage would seem to indicate, that the 
output of the Klondyke-mines will af- 
fect the status of gold in) any appre- 
ciable degree, he is deci ly off his 
reckoning. Even if the réported gold 
liscoveries in the Klondyke region were 
multiplied a hundred times, they would 
mot depreciate the value of gold to 
any marked extent, nor would they 
tause silver to appreciate in value. The 
tendency would rather be to depre- 
tiate silver and to confirm the position 
of gold as the world’s fixed standard 
of value. 

The nations of the earth are ready 
to absorb gold in almost unlimited 
quantities for -monetary purposes, and 
there is no danger that the market 
will be overstocked. The superiority 
of that metal over all others for pur- 
pose of exchange and commerce has 
been amply demonstrated, though dem- 
pnstration was hardly needed. The dis- 
covery of new and abundant sourtes 
of gold supply will tend steadily. and 
surely to the disuse of silver for coin- 
age purposes, as gold is much more 
convenient, and far less bulky than 
silver, and in every way preferable to 
that metal. 

There are good reasons for believing 
that the so-called “silver question” 
will disappear entirely from view, as 
& political or financial issue, before the 
voters of the United States are re- 
quested to elect another President. Cer- 
tainly it will cease to be an issue if 
the trend of current” events be not in- 
terrupted by some unforeseen agency. 
The silver fanatics who cannot, or will 
hot, at the*present moment interpret 
the handwriting on the wall, are likely 
to have it translated for them, in a 
manner which will leave no room for 
Sgubt or quibble, in the hear future.

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 


Forest Preservation. 

MONROVIA, July I8.—[To the Edi- 
tor of the Times:] It has.oceurred to 
me that perhaps but few realize the 
importance of the position to which 
Col. B. F. Allen, superintendent of the 
forest reservations of California and 
Arizona, has been recently appointed. 
The. extent and importance of these 
reservations are greater than is gen- 
erally supposed. 

The aggregate acreage of these reser- 
vations is 8,718,720, or 14,248 square 
miles—an area exceeding the combined 
area of Connecticut, Rhode Island and 
New Jersey. This reservation includes 
some of the finest and largest forests 
on this Coast. The grandeur and ro- 
mance of scenery on some of these 
reservations—especially that of the 
Grand, Cafion of the Colorado in Ari- 
zona—are beyond description. 

The object of the appointment of Col. 
Allen to the superintendency of these 
reservations, primarily, is their preser- 


vation from lawless depredation, which 


consists in part in reckless destruction 
of timber on these reservations, thus 
not only robbing the government of 
some of its best groves, but also de- 
nuding the earth of nature’s protection 
from the burning heat of the sun. This 
greatly diminishes the water flow to 
the valleys below, which ig”so greatly 
needed everywhere on this Coast for 
agricultural purposes. Not only has 
the timber thus been destroyed, but 
thousands of head of cattle and sheep 
have been herded on these reserva- 
tions, which, if possible, is still more 
destructive to vegetable growth and the 
consequent flow of water than the 
felling of the timber. Either of these 
depredations is fearfully destructive 
to the best interest of the .citizens of 
these Coast States. 

All of this reckless destruction will 
now, in due time, be stopped. We 
have great reason to congratulate our- 
selves, as citizens of this Coast, in the 
appointment of one so eminently qual- 
ified by years of experience for this 
responsible position as is Col. Allen. 

We are especially pieased with Mr. 
Allen’s conservative methods of pro- 
cedure, as we have been’ informed. 
While he will be firm and prompt in 
putting a stop to fyrther destruction, 
he. will, at the same time, be lenient 
and ready to settle on the most rea- 
sonable terms consistent with justice. 


In the near future we believe that it. 


is reasanable to presume that the gov- 
ernment will, under the superintend- 
ency of Mr. Allen, not only continue to 
protect, but also make needed im- 
provements on.some of these reserva- 
tions by means of which certain por- 
tions of these reservations can be made 
more accessable and the grandeur and 
beauty of scenery could be greatly 
enhanced by the magic touch of art. 
Especially would this be true of the 
Grand Cafion of the Colorado in Ari- 
zona.

French Fine for an Insult, -

paper a few days ago denounced the 


Sultan of Turkey as a coward, an as- 
sassin and a corruptionist, whereupon 
the editor of the paper was arrested 
and fined $3, the payment of which 
was suspended until he should repeat 
the offense. This was in accordance 
with a peculiar French law which for- 
bids insult to rulers of countries on 
friendiy terms with KErance. The 
French law allowed a se@&tence of a 
vear’s imprisonment and a*fine of $600.

The Santa Fe Director Makes Some 
Practical Suggestions Based Upon 
Study of Conditions,

RAILROADS AND RECIPROCITY. 


PERMANENT EXHIBITS IN EASTERN 
CITIES ADVISED. 


The East Lacks Acquaintance with 
Californian Products and the 
Supply of Fruits is not 
Shipped Regularly. 


Aldace F, Walker of New York City, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
Railroad, who has. been spending a 
fortnight with his family in this vicin- 
ity, returns east today. In response to 
a Times reporter’s request for an _ in- 
terview, Mr. Walker made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“My visit in Southern California has 
been most enjoyable. I have not had 
time to meet as many citizens as I 
would like to see, but I have passed 
through the entire region from Santa 
Barbara to San Diego, including San 
Bernardino, Redlands, Riverside, San 
Jacinto and Elsinore. I. have endeav- 
ored to observe; as far as possible, the 
physical characteristics of this large 
extent of territory and the business 
conditions which affect it. I have been 
in Southern California several times be- 
fore, but have not previously remained 
here so long as on this occasion, Never- 
theless, I feel that only a very super- 
ficial knowledge of its resources can be 
obtained in a short two weeks. 

“The time, however, has been long 
enough to enable me to note a most re- 
markable change in the spirit of the 
people, and in the general appearance 
of the country. At this hot and dusty 


‘season of the year, when one would ex- 


pect to find nothing but torpidity and 
languor prevailing, activity and en- 
ergy are seen on every hand. Vast 
fields of wheat and barley have~—been 
shorn of their golden grain, which is 
rapidly being gathered in granaries 
and concentrated at the points of ship- 
ment. Bean fields of vast extent are 
seen in the green and in the brown. 
Orange and lemon trees are heavy with 
dark-green foliage, bearing a full 
growth of tender fruit nurtured by 
running water at the roots. The num- 
ber of young trees not yet in bearing 
is a constant surprise. The light-green 
tints of the olive are seen in increasing 
quantities everywhere. Many other 
field products abound, of which wal- 
nuts are the most remarkable to the 
stranger; the canteloupes are simply 
wonderful, both in flavor and in size. 

“Agricultural progress in the country 
is nmaturally attended by increased 
prosperity in the town. Cities are 
growing rapidly, and business. streets 
show no vacant buildings. Activity 
and bustle evidence that trade and 
commerce thrive. 

“There can be no reasonable rivalry 
between country and town. Both are 
required for prosperity, and the inter- 
ests of both are mutual. Here is found 
a little section of our vast national do- 
main, in the southwestern corner of 
the republic, shut off from contact 
with other peoples by mountains, des- 
erts and the sea, endeavoring to estab- 
lish itstelf as a thriving business com- 
munity; to satisfy its own needs, and, 
at the same time, to furnish somewhat 
for the needs of other sections, less fa- 
vored in climate and in its specialized 
productions. There is no doubt of ulti- 
mate success, even beyond our most 
generous hopes and aspirations. Let us 
all hope that success in full measure 
be not unduly deferred by local and 
individual jealousies and contentions. 
Segregated as Southern California is 
from other sections of the land, it is 
most important that her people pull 
together to promote the well-being of 
the entire community. What helps one 
helps all. Every existing agency for 
internal welfare and for the promotion 
of contact with ‘the outside world 
should be encouraged and stimulated to 
the best result. Every good thing 
should be helped along. Crime alone 
sRould be made a common enemy. 
This is an era of combinations. Units 
are enlarging on every hand. This con- 
dition is not wrong_or dangerous. It. is 
inherent to natural and healthy prog- 
ress in the present age. 

“IT am connected with one of our 
largest railroads. The management of 
the Santa Fé system strenuously de- 
sires the success of Southern Califor- 
nia, for the obvious reason that it 
means much toward insuring the suc- 
cess of the Santa Fé system. Our inter- 
ests are closely linked together: Twenty 
thousand Santa Fé bondholders and 
stockholders are watching your prog- 
ress, and will participate in it, not 
merely as a source of revenue, but as 
matter of mutual advantage and 
good-will. Capital must combine in or- 
der to furnish such wonderful facilities 
as are afforded by the lines of the 
Santa Fé and Southern Pacific roads, 
which bring a market for all products 
to your very doors. Railroads are te 
cessities and conveniences. They are 
not puble enemies, but are essential 
to the well-being of any active com- 
munity. Where would Southern Cali- 
fornia be without them? Your rail- 
roads are ready, in every legitimate 
way, to open all possible avenues for 
the transportation of your people and 
their products.. They cannot properly 
go beyond their own legitimate field, 
which is the furnishing of transporta- 
tion. They cannot .make business 
where it does not exist or bring to life 
enterprises. Their resources 
are trust funds, to be used only within 
the limitation of their charter powers. 
The investments. which their manage- 
ment represents are business interests: 
purely, and are not in any degree sen- 
timental. But true business policy re- 
quires mutual willingness to help and 
to foster. If your railroads expend 
their receipts in perfecting their con-. 
struction and equipment so as to make 
the interchange of persons and com- 
modities more safe and speedy, this 
course must benefit every citizen in the 
community served by their lines. If 
they obtain earnings warranting them: 
in making such expenditures, public 
benefits are sure to follow. That they 
are now able to transport your citrus 
and deciduous fruitst-in improved cars 
at accelerated speed for three thousand 
miles over mountatins and deserts, at 
less than a cent a ton per mile, return- 
ins the equipment empty and in haste, 
s one of the wonders of the present 
day. It should be a never-ending gur- 
prise and pleasure. 

“If the people of Southern California 
will recognize the fact that transpor- 
tation is one of the necessary elements 
in bringing together producer and env. 
sumer, the totality of which constitutes 
modern commerce, and will help the 
railroads to do their part of the work 
as they would help their neighbors ana 
friends, the results cannot fail to be 
beneficial to the entire community. 
| We are engaged in a common enter- 
prise, in which our interests are mu- 
tual and reciprocal. This is fully 


and they would be well content if as- 
Sured that the public does the same, 

“I have one or two special sugges- 
tions that I would like to submit. In 
the first place 1 am sure you need not 
be afraid of a failure of market for 
your oranges. The demand for this 
fruit is increasing more rapidly than 
the supply. During the last year your 
Market was, for the first ‘time, ex- 
tended to fully cover the Atlantic sea- 
board, The California product has now 
become popularized in all important 
cities throughout the United States, 
Its consumption is being extended from 
the cities to the towns and villages of 
the Eastern States. It is important 
to keep the quality uniform and good, 
and if possible to increase the period 
of its delivery. Get your fruit across 
the mountains early and keep it com- 
ing late. Last year New York received 
many California oranges in December, 
presumably shipped for the so-called 
‘holiday trade.’ There is no such trade 
for oranges. This fruit has become an 
article of daily diet whenever it can be 
obtained. In January last California 
oranges were scarcely to be found .o 
Sale in New York City. In 
they began to appear again, and* were 
plentiful until March, after which the 
shipment of desirable fruit seemed to 
cease. You should arrange by concur- 
rent action among shippers and by ad- 
justment of your orchards to furnish 
a steady supply throughout the months 
of December, January, February, 
March, April and May. The markets 
reached by the Santa Fé and the 
Southern Pacific roads would readily 
consume 15,000 carloads of oranges next 
Winter and spring, if they could be 
furnished in proper quantities during 
the six-months period. The amount 
salable will be doubled before the prod- 
uct can be doubled. The supply shows 
no signs of overtaking the demand. 

“A great mistake has been made in 
neglecting the culture of the grape 
fruit. This delicious fruit has been ac- 
cepted as a permanent addition to the 
world’s food supply, not as a delicacy 
for the few, but as a healthy nutriment 
for all. If there were 3000 carloads to 
‘be shipped this year instead of the 
paltry 300 likely to go, they would all 
find eagen buyers. As it is, grape fruit 
‘is imported in considerable quantities 
from the tropics, but California at this 
time should have been in position to 
furnish it for every breakfast table 
in the land. 

“I venture also to suggest the adop- 
tion of more harmonious “methods and 
more united action in pressing the in- 
troduction in the Eastern States of 
other special California products. It 
is lack of acquaintance rather. than 
lack of demand which makes their sale 
difficult. You have many special pro- 
ductions, some of which appear a little 


odd at first sight, which would be read- 


ily accepted, if only the buyer and 
seller might be brought together. 

“T am now referring to articles which 
I seldom gee except when I visit South- 
ern California and find them here: 
Your olives and olive oil, your marma- 
lades, Sierra cheese and nuts. Even 
your wines, dried fruits and canned 
products of all kinds have not found 
ready eastern sale, because they have 
not been properly brought to eastern 
notice. It apparently does little good 
to establish eastern agencies. The 
agents are ready to sell, but they are 
not buyers, and the buyers must be 
reached. Your exhibit of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in Los Angeles is 
very good and very useful; but how 
much more useful it might be in New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia or Boston, 
where the consumers whom you wish 
to reach reside. Why cannot the pro- 
ducers of your special products com- 
bine to establish a Small permanent 
exhibit in one or more of the eastern 
cities, at least for six months at a 
time? Large space is not required; 
but all California products should be 
included, tastefully displayed and cen- 
trally located, where the public could 
bé invited to enter by an open door and 
given full opportunity to see and to 
taste. No great expense would be re- 
quired in establishing such a depot of 
California products in one or more of 
our eastern cities, which would demon- 
strate the existence of many desirable 
articles of which the consuming public 
are now entirely ignorant, and the ob- 
servation of which would soon make it 
necessary for retail dealers to provide 
them for the use of their customers.”

MYSTERIOUS SUICIDE 


TERRIBLE DEED OF A MAN WHO 
WISHED FOR DEATH. 


§ 


Begged n Hunter to Shoot Him—Cuat 
His Own Throat Upon Being 
Refused, 


STAGGERED INTO THE BRUSH. 


TRACKED BY HIS BLOOD UNTIL 
THE TRAIL VANISHED. 


‘Police and Bloodhounds Both Fail 
to Find the Body—Death Almost 
Certain from theWotnds—Had 
Trouble with His Wife. 


The body of a suicide is lying in one 
of the cafions in the hills south of 
East Los Angeles, but who the suicide 
was and where the body lies are as yet 
mysteries to the police, even  blood- 
hounds failing to find the hidden body 
yesterday. 

Shortly after daylight yesterday 
morning a man named Breedlove, ac- 
companied by a boy about 14 years of 
age, started for a hunt in the hills. 
They followed the railroad track as far 
as Morgan’s Station on the Santa Fé 
line and then struck into the under- 
brush of the cafions. As the pair were 
descending the slope leading into what 
is known as the second cafion, Breed- 
love discovered ‘a man standing in the 
dry run at the bottom of the hill. He 
was a tall, powerfully-built man, and 
was dressed in shirt and trousers. In 
one hand he held his hat and in. the 
other a piece of paper.- 

As Breedlove and the boy approached 
the man he suddenly turned and faced 
them, crying out: | 


“Shoot me! Shoot me! Will you 
me? I want to die.” 

Breedlove was startled and stopped 
about twenty feet from the man, taking 
the precaution to cock both hammers 
of his gun, as he believed he had run 
across a mad man. 

“What do you want me to shoot you 
for? Why do you want to die?’ asked 
Breedlove. 

“Oh my wife, my wife,” moaned the 
man and then added wildly “Will you 
shoot me?” 

“Wait a minute,” said Breedlove 
starting toward the man. ‘“‘Let us talk 
about this.” 

As Breedlove advanced the man sud- 
denly changed the paper he had in his 
right hand to his left and with his 
right hand drew a_i wicked-looking 
knife. By this time Breedlove was 
quite close to the man, but when he 
saw the Knife he stopped. 

The stranger advanced toward Breed- 
love and slashed at thim twice with 
the knife, when the hunter retreated 
up the hill and covered the madman 
with his gun. As Breedlove retreated 
the man stopped, and saying some- 
thing in a foreign tongue, which Breed- 
love thinks was German, he drew the 
knife across his throat and _ then 
stabbed himself two or’three times in 
the left breast. The wound in the 
throat was a terrible one, Breedlove 
says, the blood pouring from it in a 
torrent. The stabs he could not see 
on account of the maniac’s clothing, 
but he is satisfied the knife did not go 
straight into the breast, but probably 
struck a rib and glanced. This is all 
the more probable from the manner in 
which Breedlove says the suicide used 
the knife. 

After cutting himself the man, 
holding his hand with the hat and let- 
ter in it to his breast, staggered away 
up the cafion, with the blood spurting 
from the wound in his neck and run- 
ning down his body in streams. He 
still held his knife, and Breedlove was 
afraid to try taking it away from him, 
as the would-be suicide, as stated, was 
a powerful fellow and _ despite his 
wounds moved away rapidly.

Breedlove tried to get the boy whe . 


was with him to go back to the East 
Los Angeles police station and bring 
an officer to the scene while he followed 
the man, but the boy was so badly 
frightened that he refused to go, and 
so Breedlove had to return to the city 


|himself. As soon as the police were 


notified Sergt. McKeag. got a wagon, 
and, accompanied by Officer Dixon and 
Breedlove, drove to the scene of the at- 
tempted suicide. The trail along the 
gully in the cafion was easily followed 
by the blood on the ground. W here 
the man stood when he first cut him- 
self there was a pool of blood, and on 
the leaves of the bushes, stones, etc., 


-were great splotches of blood the man 


had scattered as he staggered along. 
Some distance up the cafion the 

police found a letter soaked with blood, 

which had clotted until it was impos- 


sible to decipher the writing. Parts of 


words here and there on the page, for 
the writing only covered a half sheet 
of ordinary note paper, could be read, 
and the writing was evidently in the 
Gérman, but so meager was the infor- 
mation thus obtained that it afforded- 
no clew as to the identity of the man. 

Farther up the cafion the party came 
across another pqol of blood larger 
than the first. The wounded man had 
evidently lain down to rest in the place 
where the second blood was found to 
rest.. From this spot all trace of him 
was lost, the undergrowth being very 
heavy and the soil rocky. 

The party scoured the hillsand cafions 
about the place without finding either 
the man or his body, and finally de- 
cided to return to town and get John 
Belt and his bloodhounds to take up 
the trail where they lost it. 

The day was far advanced and the. 
heat was terrific, especially in -the 
cafions, where every breath of air 
seemed to come out of a super-heated 
oven, the hills shutting off what little 
breeze there was. Belt with his dogs 
accompanied the officers “back to the 
eafion and the dogs took up the trail 
at the spot. where Breedlove first saw 
the man. The dogs followed the trail 
of blood faithfully until they reached 
the place where the man had lain 
down, and then they refused to go on. 
They seemed to be unable to pick up 
the trai] beyond this point, and after 
running about the cafion for half an 
hour, returned exhausted by the heat 
and refused further work. The men 
also made a second but fruitless search 
and finally the party abandoned the 
hunt on account of the heat, and re- 
turned to the station. 

That the mysterious man was seri- 
ously and fatally wounded is almost 
certain. The amount of blood he is 
known to have lost would have killed 
most men, and there is hardly a doubt 
but that the suicide staggered on un- 
til overcome by weakness from loss of 
blood and then laid down and died. So 
heavy is the undergrowth in the vicin- 
ity of the scene of the tragedy that it 
is possible, and probable, that when the 
body is found it will not be far away 
from the place where the dogs gave up 
the trail. Several parties will start out 
early this morning to scour the hills 
before the sun makes it too hot for the 
heavy work of climbing up and down 
the sides of the cafions. 

In explanation of the failure of the 
dogs to find the man or his body those 
who claim to know say that hounds, 
after following a trail of blood for any 
length of time, are unable to pick up 
another scent. A second cause of fail- 
ure was a want of water, the dogs,

TENILLS (Ga.,) Aug. 22.—At Lovell 
this evening a negro, enraged from 
“blind tiger’ whisky, killed one of the 
town’s leading merchants and a popu- 
lar citizen, dangerously wounded a 
negro woman and was himself shot to 
death by a posse of citizens. 

The negro, named Andrew Green, 
was jealous of his wife, and forbade 
her visiting the town. His wife on 
Sunday evening disobeyed his com- 
mands and came to the village, Green 
pursuing her. He found her near the 
depot in a crowd with a number of 
other persons, and without 
opened fire on her with a pistol. He 
shot wide of his mark, two shots tak- 
ing effect in the thigh and side of an 
unoffending woman. Realizing what 
he had done, Green made a dash to 
escape.’ 

George Heath, a prominent. white 
citizen, got in his way and tried to hold 
him, when Green took deliberate aim. 
and shot him between the-eyes. Heath 
died almost instantly. In a short time’ 
a posse of fifty men went in hot pur- 


suit. He was captured, brought back 
to town, tried and shot.

Anti-Scarbutic Alaskan Siet. 

Maj.-Gen. John P. Hawkins, U.S.A., 
retired, writes as follows: 

“In reference to the emigration to 
Alaska, and in connection with the arti- 
cle, “Diet for Scurvy,” just repub- 
lished in the American Grocer, August 
4, I wish to say that as fresh fruits 
and fresh vegetables will be scarce and 
hard to procure at the mines, the chief 
reliance must be on canned articles. It 
is important, therefore, that the canned 
articles used aS a preventive or cure 
for scurvy should be those that retain 


unimpaired their natural juices; that 


have not been materially changed by 
long processing. I would therefore 
recommend such articles as_ string 
beans, spinach, okra squash and to- 
matoes; also the fruits. slightly pro- 
cessed with water only (these are gen- 
erally known in commerce as ‘pie 
fruits’ and much used by bakers and 
confectioners.) The best fruit is not 
usually used for pie fruit, but there is 
no reason why the packers of the Pa- 
cific Coast, whose fruits are exceedingly 
cheap, should not use the best of fruits 
for the purpose, especially for the Alas- 
kan trade, where transportation is ex- 
pensive, and -the transportation of a 
poor article costs as much as for the 
best article. 

“In recommending pit fruits, it is to 
be understood as affirmed—that they 
are far superior as anti-scorbutics to 
fruits processed with sugar.

PASADENA, Aug. 22.—[({Regular Corre- 
spondence. ] Each of the services of the 
Seventh Day Adventists have been very 
largely attended today. The fact that the 
services were held in a tent, together with 
the extreme heat, tempted very many mem- 
bers of other churches to attend, and the 
result was that every seat was taken and 
many stood during the service,

About twenty prominent wal- 
nut-growers of Santa Ana and vicinity met 
in the City Hall Saturday night to take pre- 
liminary steps for instituting warfare on the 
practice of sulphuring walnuts. It is gener~ 
ally agreed that walnutS prepared in this 
manner are inferior in quality to those which 
are unsulphured. They lose their flavor and 
become rancid and bitter to the taste. Buy- 
ers on the Coast have been cognizant of this 
fact for some time, but eastern jobbers still 
continue to demand the sulphured product 
because of its clean, white appearance. The 
practice has been largely followed by walnut- 
growers in this and in other counties of 
Southern California, and it has only lately 
been demonstrated that it is injurious to the 
fruit. 

The meeting was organized by the election 
of W. H. Spurgeon as chairman and J. N 
Smith as secretary. . The purpose of the 
meeting was outlined by George Minter. 
Remarks were also made by H. Yount, J. N. 
Smith, C. B. Lewis and W. W. Holesmont, 

At the end of the discussion a committee 


of five was appointed to act with the fruit 


associations of the county and with those of 
Los Angeles, Ventura and Santa Barbara 
counties to formulate some plan by which 
eastern purchasers can be educated on i 
matter. Messrs. George Minter, J. ‘ 
Smith, C. B. Lewis,, H. K. Snow and Henry 
Yount were appointed for this purpos>. The 
committee will have two weeks’ time in 
which to make its canvass. 

It is estmated that the crop in Orange 
county will. be about 65 per cent. of last 
year’s crop. This, with the short crop. re- 
ported from Europe, should bring the price 
up very near 9 cents. 

_ CARVING BY MEXICANS. 

Half a dozen Mexicans quarreling Over a 
jug of wine raised cain in Anaheim Friday 
night. They were all beet-toppers employed 
in the Anaheim beet flelds, and after supper 
they came to town to ‘“‘load up.”’ ‘then 
they started home and a quarrel ensued over 
the possession of a demijhon of ‘mule- 
killer,’’ whereat knives were whipped out and 
used freely by the half-dozen Mexicans. One 
fellow was clubbed over the head, another 
had his thumb nearly cut off, another was 
slashed across the shoulder, and a woman, 
presumably a bystander, was cut on the 
wrist. It was a glorious melee, but the of- 
ficers interfered.

SETTLERS’ LEAGUE WILL FIGHT. 

A star-chamber session of the local “council 
of the Settlers’ League was held in this city 
Saturday night. The purpose of the meet- 
ing and its proceedings have not been given 
out, but it is supposed that the league met 
to consider ways and means of rendering 
assistance to William Schutte, the San Joa- 
quin settler, who is to be tried on Tuesday 
for having re&isted the officer who ejected 
him from the ranch. Schutte is a member 
of the league and has acted accordingly. 
The league maintains that the Sheriff over- 
stepped his bounds in putting Schutte off the 
ranch. It holds that the iand is rightfuliy 
a government possession and consequently a 
United States Marshal. alone could exercise 
jurisdiction in the premises. It will push 
the matter through and proposes to make a 
test case of the action against Schutte, to 
determine whether jurisdiction “does not 
properly belong to the Federal courts.

FINE SUGAR BEETS. 

It is good for Orange county to claim dis- 
tinction as having produced the richest sugar 
beets in the world. From a_ twenty-acre 
patch near Alamitos, beets were taken lest 
week which registered 27.7 per cent. of sac- 
charine. This percentage is said never to 
have been equalled. The fertility and rich- 
ness of the Alamitos soil and the peculiar 
adaptability of the climate are believed to 
have produced this high standard. 

The beets taken to the factory average 
from 20 to 22 per cent. Experiments at beet- 
raising on the San Joaquin ranch were not 
so favorable, as the beets registered only 135, 
16 and 19 per cent. of sugar. 7

WHEAT ACREAGE OF SAN BER- 
NARDINO AND RIVERSIDE, 


About a Mill That Was Sold for 
Taxes—Criminal Libel Goes to 
Higher Court—He May Die. 


Correspondence.] . The sudden>jump in the 
price of wheat has called attention to this 
product of Southern California that fas been 
taking a back seat in the presenec of the 
more active industry of fruit-raising. This 
has not been called a wheat country, but it 
happens just at this time that the dish was 
right side up when it rained porridge. The 
wheat acreage of the two counties of San 
Bernardino and Riverside this year is more 
ee that of last year. In 1896 the 

eat acreage of San Bernardino county was 
but 300 acres, while in 1897 it is 2000 acres. 
In Riverside county the acreage of 1896 
was 30,000 acres, and in 1897, it was 75,000 
acres. This in itself was a streak of good 
luck, but in addition to this the wheat this 
year is an extra good crop, ranging five 
to six sacks to the acre, and 140 pounds to 
the sack. Many of the ranchers have al- 
ready sold their wheat at a lower figure than 
prevails now, but there is still considerable 
awaiting the highest price the market will 
offer. The wheat of Southern California does 
not make as white flour as that of the San 
Joaquin Valley, but it is fully as sweet and 
brings about the same price. Already the 
Srocerymen are marking up their flour in 
price, as it is thought the rise in wheat will 
cause a rise in flour of from $5.45 to $6 per 
barrel at wholesale. The* local mill 
pects to be in running order the first week 
of Septembcr, and Mr. Suman, the proprie- 
tor, states that he will keep it going day 
‘and night as long as the wheat can be 


procured. 
SHE IS SANE NOW. 

A week ago an attempt was made to put 
Mrs, Ada Richards of Redlands in the in- 
Sane asylum, on the sworn statement of phy- 
sicians from that city, but Drs. Huff, Dickey 
and Rowell of this place, and Judge Camp- 
bell of the Superior Court, thought differ- 
ently, and concluded that she was as sane 
as her accusers.

Hard Cash Mine to Be Improved and 
n New Mill Started—A Desert 
Lodge Instituted and Officers 
Elected—Notes and Personals. 


RANDSBURG, Aug. 21.—[(Regular Corres 
spondence.) Quite a thunder-storm came up 
yesterday afternoon over Randsburg. For @& 
time it looked as though there would be @ 
heavy rainfall, but it passed with only @ 
sprinkle. Out north, however, on the El 
Paso range beyond the. valley it rained so 
hard that the water could be seen rushing 
wildly down every ravine many feet deep. 
Some of these local storms on the desert are 
terrific while they last, but do not usually 
cover a wide extent of territory. . 

O...Webb of the Hard Cash mine, 
about six miles west of town, ‘returned yes- 
terday from a business visit to Los Ange- 
les, C. A. Harney, the other partner in the 
same group of mines, has been quite ill for 
some days, but is now improving.

11, W. D. Wasson frrmerly of The 
Times loca] staff. wie “as gone to the 
Klondyke as a indent, says: 

“This crazy rush te tne Yukon can- 
n6t end other than in misery and death 
fo many. Nearly three thousand men 
are now blockaded at Dvyea and Skag- 
uay, and only about onw-third of them 
can get through before the snows set 
in, and God pity the mea without out- 
fits. There are lots of them without 
any provisions. The oe Anggles men, 
Ralph Rogers, Vinette, 2 of Industrial 
army fame, and a dosen others whose 
names I cannot recail in my haste are 
getting aiong finely. Rut the trouble 
is coming later. Advise everybody to 
stay away from here until next spring. 
You can quot®@pe. Many men at Dyea 
have been there for three weeks. In- 
sufficient number of horses and pack 
arimals to move stuff. and many 
meee yet to come. One man paid 


$500 to get 100 pounds over sooner 
than his turn. Freighi is 49 cents a 
peund on some pack trains. The passes 
are the worst ever seen. Canadian 
reyaity will cause bhloc@shed. Many 
haven’t the price of packing over the 
pass and cannot pay royalty. Eicht 


hundred tons of freight are piled up.”

PUBLIC RECEPTION TODAY TO 
CONGRESSMAN HOOKER. 


The Chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Rivers and Harbors In- 
spects the Rival Ports. 


HIS VIEW OF THE QUESTION. 


HE THINKS 
HAS 


SECRETARY ALGER 
DISCRETIONARY POWERS. 


Every Advocate of a Free Harbor 
for Southern California Invited . 
to Meet Mr. Hookér—The Re- 
ception Committce, 


The arrival in Southern California of 
Warren . B. Hooker of 
New York is of much interest to all 
publie-spirited citizens, because of the. 
possible hearing which his visit may 
have upon the harbor controversy. 
Mr. Hooker holds the important posi- 
tion of chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Rivers and Harbors. Although 
he comes in no official capacity, he has 
visited both San Pedro and Santa Mon- 
ica, and has made some investigations 
at each port. The reception which is 
to be tendered to him by the Chamber 
of Commerce at 9 o’clock this morning 
will be attended by the representative 
men of the city. 

Mr. Hooker is accompanied by Mrs. 
Hooker, their two children and Mrs. 
Moore and Miss Sessions, all of Fre- 
donia, N. Y. The party arrived at the 
Arcadia Hotel, Santa Monica, Saturday 
and spent Sunday at the 
beach, reaching Tos Angeles late in 
the afternoon. Mr. Hooker was inter- 
viewed at Santa Monica yesterday 
morning. He said: : 

“Tam here simply on a pleasure trip. 
When I arrived in Los Angeles last 
Friday I expected that Senator White 
might meet me, as I knew that he had 
been apprised of my coming. Not see-. 
ing him, upon my arrival, I concluded 
that I would go on immediately to 
Catalina. 1 returned on Saturday from 
the island, spent some time at San 
Pedro and then went through to Pasa- 
dena, where we spent Saturday after- | 
noon, reaching Santa Monica in the | 
evening. At San Pedro I went about) 
the harbor, and the captain of the 
steamer was very obliging, telling me 
everything that is urged for and against 
the har “ge. 

In answe 
impressions of San Pedro, Mr. Hooker 
replied that he thought it ‘‘ a very nice 
harbor.” 

When asked whether the statements 
concerning the harbor made in Con- 
gress by advocates of San Pedro had 


been verified by his cbhservations, Mr. | 


Hooker replied: “Oh, that is a very 

sweeping question, and Tf do not think 
it would be preper for me to answer it, 
although I do not know that the mat- 
ter will come up again in Congress. 
But I am not here officially, nor tc 
investigate the harbor question,-and I 
should not want to commit my commit- 
tee in any way. I do not know what 
Secretary Alger will do about advertis- 


‘ing for bids for San Pedro harbor. I 


suppose it is really discretionary with 
him whether he will advertise or nct. 


In all cases like this it is in the dis- | 


cretion of the Secretary of War whether 
he will advertise or not. I know that 
it has-been usual to construe the lan- 
guage of such bills as mandatory, but 
in a number of cases the Secretary of 
War has exercised his discretion. Sec- 
retary Lamont did as he pleased*jn a 
number of instances, despite the O- 
tests of people interested in the 
provements. I think Secretary Alger 
may do the same in this case. I have 
not read the report of the harbor board 
and do not know whether it is in ac- 
cordance with the bill passed by Con- 


gress. I have only read extracts from 
the. report. I understand that the 
question with Secretary Alger is 


whether the harbor can be built for 
the sum appropriated in the Harbor 
Bill.” 

Later in the morning, Mr. Hooker and 
his partys drove down to Port Los 
Angeles and walked out on the pier. 
Mr. Hooker was not accompanied by 
any official of the Southern Pacific. 
He made inquiries of the fishermen 
and others as to the depth of water at 


various points along the wharf. As. 


the water was very smooth, with an 
entire absence of the heavy swells 
which sometimes harass the mariner, 
no better time could have been chosen 
for exhibiting the open  roadstead 


| which Uncle Collis imaginatively terms 


a harbor. , 

Reverting again to Secretary Alger’s 
position, Mr. Hooker said that’ in his 
opinion it was withfm the Secretary's 
power to nullify the will of Congress, 
“although Congress would doubtless 
find some way in the end of accom- 
plishing its purpose.” He added that 
the question would be greatly simpli- 

when, the Attorney-General had 
when 9 the bill. Mr. Hooker ap- 
pear k that despite the nar-- 
rowness @f the beach at Port Los An- 
geles, there would be sufficient room 
for drydocks and other necessary ad- 
juncts of a harbor. 

Shortly after the return to the hotel, 
a committee, consisting of Col. H. G. 
Otis, president of the Free Harbor 
League; Hon. T. E. Gibbon and Sec- 
retary Frank Wiggins of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, arrived from Los 
Angeles and tendered to Mr. Hooker 
an invitation to the reception-to be 
given in his honor at the Chamber 
of Commerce this morning. Mr. Hooker 
expressed his appreciation of the cour- 
tesy extended to him, and said that 
it would give him great pleasure to 
meet. the representative men of Los 
Angeles. He said he had been greatly 
impressed with the size and prosperity 
of the city, and with the resources of 
the territory tributary to it. 

Late in the afternoon, Mr. Hooker 
and his party came in to Los Angeles 
and registered at the Van Nuys. Early 
in the evening, Senator and Mrs. 
Stephen M. White called at the hotel 
and took Mr. Hooker and his party for 
a drive, about the city. The party will 
leave for San Francisco this evening. 

A general invitation has been ex- 
tended to the public to be present at 
the reception from 9 to 10:30 o’clock this 
morning at the Chamber of Gom- 
‘merce. It is desired that as many as 
possible of the business men of the 
city should meet the Congressman, and 
it is expected that all who are inter- 
ested in securing a free harbor for 
Southern.
